Americans 
so ug ht unsuccessfully to find 
jo bs. 
The 
seeming 
co ntradictio n 
was attributed by the Labo r De­ 
partment Thursday to the fact 
that the number o f adult wo men 
and teen-ag ers seeking wo rk fell 
far belo w ex pectatio ns. 
The department also repo rted, 
witho ut elabo ratio n, .the jo bless 
rate fo r Neg ro es ro se fro m 8 to 
8.7 per cent last mo nth, return­ 
ing to the April lev el after a dip 
in May . 
The no nwhite unemplo y ment 
rate was 7 per cent a y ear ag o 
and 7 .1 per cent in March 19 7 0. 
The 15-y ear lo w in no nwhite un 
emplo y ment was 5.7 per cent in 
February 19 69 . 
The 
o v erall 
unemplo y ment 
rate fo r J une was 4.7 per cent, 
co mpared with 5 per cent in 
May a nd 3.4 per cent a y ear 
ag o . Nix o n administratio n o ffi­ 
cials hav e predicted the rate 
will hit 5Va per cent befo re dro p­ 
ping ag ain to ward the 1 per cent 
mark. 
The'number o f 
unemplo y ed 
Americans to taled 4.7 7 millio n 
last mo nth, a rise o f 1.3 millio n 
o v er May . The civ ilian labo r 
fo rce increased 2.3 millio n to 
84.1 millio n. 


The g o v ernment said the in-. 
crease in the labo r fo rce—tho se 
Americans wo rking o r activ ely 
seeking jo bs—was much small­ 
er than had been ex pected. The 
Labo r Department had predict­ 
ed 2.5 millio n teen-ag ers wo uld 
seek wo rk in early J une but the 
actual number was o nly 2 mil­ 
lio n. 
The emplo y ment fig ures are 
co mpiled fro m 
a co mplicated 
seaso naladjustment 
fo rmula 
which takes into acco unt what 
co uld be ex pected in the labo r 
market at any time o f the y ear.

6.500 in J une to 7 1.5 millio n, say ­ 
ing this fig ure also was smaller 
than ex pected. 
During the 12 mo nths ending 
in May , av erag e- ho urly earn 
ing s o f pro duct and no nsuperv i* 
so ry wo rkers o n priv ate pay ­ 
ro lls edg ed up o ne cent to $3. 
This increase failed to match 
rising co nsumer prices and re­ 
sulted in an effectiv e 18 per 
cent reductio n in earning s, the 
Labo r Department said.

Wednesday with Secretary o f 
State William P. Ro g ers and 
said Ro g ers assured him ‘there 
will be no withdrawal o f the 
United States but there will be a 
decrease o f perso nnel, so the 
number o f Americans in Asia 
will be mo re limited.” 
In v iew o f U.S. do mestic pro b­ 
lems, the president said, the 
feeling o f Americans ag ainst 
being po licemen to the wo rld is 
a lo g ical co nsequence, and there 
is v alid g ro und to ex pect the 
U.S. g o v ernment to deal with 
pro blems at ho me first. But he 
added: “ It is part o f the respo n­ 
sibility o f big ness and g reatness 
to co ncern y o urself with ev ery ­ 
thing that is happening in the 
wo rld—it affects y o u any way .

Finley testified during a fo ur- 
day trial last mo nth that his 
co lo r beg an to chang e in May , 
1964 
after do cto rs prescribed 
a sleeping drug called Do riden 
while lie was under treatment 
at the hOv spita! here fo r an ulcer. 
He said that a week after 
the drug was prescribed his 
arms were co v ered with bumps 
and they “ had a strang e itch.” 
Ho spital do cto rs to ld him it was

heat 
rash, but his wife’s 
phy sician said it was a drug 
reactio n, he testified. 
Finley said lie was still black 
when he left the ho spital, where 
he had been emplo y ed as a 
filing clerk, but a few day s 
later his hair started falling 
o ut and it g rew back white. He 
said his skin co lo r also g radual­ 
ly chang ed.

Winds of 75 miles an hour 
lashed Des Moines as thunder­ 
storms crackled through Iowa 
in the predawn hours. Hail pelt­ 
ed numerous communities from 
Kansas into the Southeast.

Marcos Says 


Japan Must 


Be Leader 


MANILA (AP) — Philippine 
President 
Ferdinand 
Marcos 
said today that with the United 
States reducing its military nos- 
ture in Asia, Japan cannot avoid 
taking more responsibility for 
peace and order in the region. 
“ Ultimately Japan will have 
to assume a more acUve mili­ 
tary role,” he said in an inter­ 
view. But he added: 
“ We look with concern at the 
increasing expenditures of Ja­ 
pan on its 
military 
budget. 
While the United States is in the 
Pacific, I do not see any reason 
for concern over this, but the 
moment you withdraw I think 
the small naUons would be wor­ 
ried.” 
He predicted that Asian na­ 
tions will increasingly assume 
responsibly *or the mainte­ 
nance of peace and order,but it 
will be some time before they 
can take over this responsibility 
completely.

Wednesday wiUi Secretary cf 
State William P. Rogers and 
said Rogers assured him ‘there 
will be no withdrawal of the 
United States but there will be a 
decrease of personnel, so the 
number of Americans in Asia 
will be more limited.” 
In view of U.S. domestic prob­ 
lems, the president said, the 
feeling of Americans against 
being policemen to the world is 
a logical consequence, and there 
is valid ground to expect the 
U.S. government to deal with 
problems at home first. But he 
added: “It is part of the respon­ 
sibility of bigness and greatness 
to concern yourself with every­ 
thing that is happening in the 
world—it affects you anyway.”

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Jobless Role Dips 
During June, But 
Numbers Higher 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s 
unemployment 
rate 
dropped in June for the first 
time this year although an addi­ 
tional 
1.3 
million 
Americans 
sought unsuccessfully to find 
jobs. 
The 
seeming 
contradiction 
was attributed by the Labor De­ 
partment Thursday to the fact 
that the number of adult women 
and teen-agers seeking work fell 
far below expectations. 
The department also reported, 
without elaboration, .the jobless 
rate for Negroes rose from 8 to 
8.7 per cent last month, return­ 
ing to the April level after a dip 
in May. 
The nonwhite unemployment 
rate was 7 per cent a year ago 
and 7.1 per cent in March 1970. 
The 15-year low in nonwhite un­ 
employment was 5.7 per cent in 
February 1969. 
The 
overall 
unemployment 
rate for June was 1.7 per cent, 
compared with 5 per cent in 
May and 3.4 per cent a year 
ago. Nixon administration offi­ 
cials have predicted the rate 
will hit 5' j per cent before drop­ 
ping again toward the I per cent 
mark. 
T he'number of 
unemployed 
Americans totaled 4.77 million 
last month, a rise of 1.3 million 
over May. The civilian labor 
force increased 2.3 million to 
84.1 million. 


The government said the in­ 
crease in the labor force—those 
Americans working or actively 
seeking jobs—was much small­ 
er than had been expected. The 
Labor Department had predict­ 
ed 2.5 million teen-agers would 
seek work in early June but the 
actual number was only 2 mil­ 
lion. 
The employment figures are 
compiled from a complicated 
seasonal-adjustment 
formula 
which takes into account what 
could be expected in the labor 
market at any time of the year.

The report attached economic 
significance to the fact that the 
number of persons holding non- 
farm jobs increased by only 
6.500 in June to 71.5 million, say­ 
ing this figure also was smaller 
than expected. 
During the 12 months ending 
in May, average hourly earn­ 
ings of product and nonsupervi- 
sory workers on private pay­ 
rolls edged up one cent to $3. 
This increase failed to match 
rising consumer prices and re­ 
sulted in an effective 1 8 per 
cent reduction in earnings, the 
Labor Department said.

Loses Suit 


For Damages 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
A U.S. 
District Court judge 
has ruled that a 33-yearold Air 
Force veteran who claimed his 
color changed from black to 
white as a result of treatment 
at a Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital is not entitled to dam- 
! ages. 
Judge Ben C. Green said in 
a 32 page opinion filed Thursday 
that 
James 
W. 
Finley 
had 
failed to prove negligence by 
hospital doctors. 
Finley, a native Clevelander 
who now lives in St. 
Paul, 
Mum., had sued the federal 
; government for $500,000 dam­ 
ages. claiming negligence on 
the part of doctors who treated 
; him. 
Finley testified during a four- 
day trial last month that his 
color began to change in May, 
1964 after doctors prescribed 
1 a sleeping drug called Doriden 
while lie was under treatment 
at the hospital here for an ulcer. 
He said that a week after 
the drug was prescribed his 
arms were covered with bumps 
and they “had a strange itch.” 
Hospital doctors told him it was 
d 
heat rash, but his wife’s 
physician said it was a drug 
reaction, he testified. 
Finley sa'd he was still black 
when he left the hospital, where 
he had been employed ae a 
filing clerk, but a few days 
later his hair started falling 
out and it grew back white. He 
said his skin color also gradual­ 
ly changed.

“All went off merrily.0 the 
Historical Society reported. 
There was a “rousing" dance 
which climaxed the celebration 
at Zanesville in 1800. A dinner 
featuring roast pig. deer, bear 
and wild turkey was served at 
the head of Main Street. After­ 
wards, a Negro servant, “Black 
Mess” Jonnson, fiddled as “the 
pioneers danced until 4 o’clock 
the next morning," said the 
Society’s report. 
Residents from West Union, 
Chillicothe and Gallipolis jour­ 
neyed to Scioto County in 1808 
for a celebration at the farm of 
Isaac Bonser. 
There the men bored wit a 
log and banded it with iron to 
make a cannon. When the gun­ 
ner touched off the gun he 
dodged behind a poplar tree. 
The homemade cannon burst at 
the sixth discharge. 
Some of the 300 persons at­ 
tending remained at Bonser’s 
for several days. Fresh meat 
was baked over a pit of hickory 
coals and “whisky was plenti­ 
ful," accord’ng to a report. 
In Dayton in 1809 tickets for 
the celebration dinner sold for 
50 cents and the day “finished 
up with wrestling, shooting at a 
mark, foot-racea, horse races, 
jumping—anything for fun, then 
a big dance in the evening."

KALAMAZOO, Mich. (A P )- 
It was the Fourth of July 1366. 
The last thing David Shue re­ 
members seeing was “a red 
cherry bomb on the ground and 
a wooden fence." 
Then there was a blast. 
“I see total black now. It’s 
called a stone blindness," Shue 
says. 
Shue, 20, was blinded by the 
explosive at a family celebra­ 
tion of Independence Day in his 
hometown of St. Joseph, Mich. 
“There were about 15 people 
around the yard, lighting fire­ 
works, being very cautious. I 
was 16, one of the older ones, so 
I was supervising and showing 
the kids how to set them off," 
Shue recalls. 
He set a cherry bomb in the 
grass toward the end of the 
evening, 
“I was kneeling and it was on 
the ground to my right, about 
an arm’s length away." 
“I touched it with a sparkler. 
I didn’t have any time to turn 
my head away or get my hand 
out of there. I stood up and 
there was ail this liquid pouring 


down my face and my shirt.” 
He was driven to a hospital. 
Shue 
was 
in surgery five 
hours and in the hospital 22 
days, 
under heavy 
sedation, 
with a 24-hour attendant. 
His weight dropped from 195 
to 135. 
Doctors didn’t tell him he 
would be totally blind until two 
months after the accident. 
He spent 16 weeks at Boston’s 
Catholic Guild for All the Blind 
learning “how to walk with a 
white 
cane, 
typing 
braille, 
cooking, ironing clothes, how to 
make clay figures and fencing. 
Fencing increases your sense of 
touch with a cane."

So vivid is 
the child’s imaginative exper­ 
ience that, for him, it takes on 
absolute reality and truth. 
When a lie is used purpose­ 
fully for gainful benefit, it is 
imperative that the child be 
faced with the truth, yet without 
making him feel guilty or em­ 
barrassed. Unfortunately, there

for 
handling these situations if they 
persist. 
The devoted mother will not 
wait to see if all of this w JI 
pass away. Too often there are 
underlying problems that even 
a young child may have and 
may not express. It is astonish­ 
ing how much information a 
trained psychologist can learn 
from some of the many tests 
now available. By using these 
psychometric tests, specialists 
can offer simple suggestions 
that may be of tremendous im­ 
portance in the solution of his 
problem. The mature approach 
is to seek guidance for such 
situational problems wiji the 
same freedom as you would 
seek help for any physical dis­ 
order.

Moscow to make deals with the 
West in order to insure that 
it will be only a one-front war. 
But, assuredly, there will be no 
tumbling of the Berlin Wall

The obvious fact is that 
East Berlin can’t stand an open 
comparison with West Berlin. 
The two cultures must be kept 
rigidly apart, for if they weren’t 
s e g r e g a t e d the Communist 
culture would crumble in a 
fortnight.

Louis Armstrong 
who has been termed a good 
symbol of it, will mark his 70th 
birthday.

birthday eve celebration 
takes place tonight at Shrine 
Auditorium. Such jazz veterans 
as Sarah Vaughan, Hoagy Car­ 
michael 
Barney 
Bigard, Joe 
Bushkin, Benny Carter and Ted­ 
dy Buckner, will join the Satch- 
mo love feast which will help 
raise money for a Louis Arm­ 
strong statue in New Orleans. 
Armstrong’s 70th is also being 
observed by special magazine 
issues, television tributes and a 
“salute to Satch” at the New­ 
port, R.I., Jazz Festival July IO. 
How does he feel about a1! this 
fuss? 
“I like it,” he rasps. “You can 
tell it comes from the lnart. lf 
it didn t I wouldn’t buy it.” 
Arriving here from his Coro­ 
na, N. Y., home, Armstrong's 
-energy belied his two serious ill­ 
nesses in the past two years. He 
said: 
“The average cat goes into 
the intensive care unit only once 
and probably doesn’t come out 
of it alive. I went in twice and 
I’m still here. 
“A few weeks ago, I recorded 
a song a guy wrote for me 
called ‘This Black Cat has Nine 
Lives’. That’s Louis.” 
Armstrong was hospitalized 
once with pneumonia and again 


“ when my heart started acting 
up on me.” 
“I used to work ail night and 
then stay up most of the day be- 
cause I was afraid I’d miss 
something that was goin’ on,” 
he reflected. “Not anymore. If I 
work all night, then 1 11 sleep all 
day, that's all. 
“There’s a lot of things I’m 
cutting out. Like booze. I used 
to slug it down so the fans 
wouldn’t think I was a wallflow­ 
er. 
“Now I’ve quit. I did it just 
like King Oliver down there in 
New Orleans. He used to hit it 
pretty good, then one day he 
took a half pint of bourbon and 
said, ‘this is the last one.* Then 
old Joe slugged it down and nev­ 
er took a drink again.” 
Since his illnesses, Louis has 
been spending more time at 
home with his wife. Lucille, 
whom he married in 1942. He 
has a room full of tapes with bis 
recordings dating 40 years. 
“I listen to the music and then 
I write out my story,’* he said. 
“ I’m gonna write my bock all 
by myself. I could get a stenog* 
rapher but she wouldn’t punctu­ 
ate like I talk. I gotta have my 
owti punctuation.** 
Armstrong still appears at 
concerts and he expects to keep 
entertaining “until I get up to 
heaven.” 
“I know I'm going there be­ 
cause I want to have a duet wnh 
that cat Gabriel. Only trouble 
is, he ain’t in the union and I 
don’t know how I’m gonna work 
out that problem.”

lf your neigrbor complains I would seem that flowers are

on garden plants, fruits and

cousins to dinner.

Diazinon, can be a real work* 
saver as it will control over 
120 garden 
pests, eliminating 
the need to mix separate sprays 
for each insect. 
Aphids are probably the most 
widespread garden pest. Hardly 
a plant exists that is not subject 
to infestation by one or more 
species of aphids. All of them 
feed by sucking plant juice.,, 
causing a loss of plant 
vigor, 
curling of leaves and malfor­ 
mation of buds. For effective 
control, spray every two weeks, 
making certain to cover both 
sides of plant leaves and stems.

This Is the time of the seson 
when ou r enthu siasm for gar­ 
dening begins to decline sharp ly 
and fu n, frolic, and v acationing 
sk y rock ets. Unfortu nately while 
all this is going on. the bu gs 
are ju st getting their second 
wind. So brother, watch ou t 
when y ou come home. 
Abou t the first thing that is 
going to meet, y ou al the door 
is a mighty hu ngry flea. That 
is. if y ou had a p et and took 
him with y ou . Flea larv ae liv e 
in animal bedding when the 
animal is not arou nd and they 
often become adu lts while y ou 
are away on v acation. 
They become q u ite hu ngry , 
too. and begin hopping arou nd 
in search of something to bite. 
They mu st hav e a blood meal 
to su rv iv e. So when y ou retu rn, 
y ou may be tired and worn ou t, 
bu t there cou ld be something 
lu rk ing in the shadows that’ll 
get y ou ‘‘hopped u p " in a hu rry . 
The q u ick est thing y ou can 
do is u se one of the p y rethnim 
aerosol sp ray s and thorou ghly 
fog the rooms. You ’ll need 
to 
v acu u m 
sweep , 
becau se 
this 
sp ray will only k nock down the 
fleas. If y ou want to learn more 
abou t fleas, drop me a line and 
I’ll send y ou a bu lletin. 


Sp ider Mite Bu ild Up 
Earlier 
in 
the 
season, 
I 
su ggested that insecticides su ch 
as 
Sev in 
and 
malathion 
be 
ap p lied for a nu mber of dif­ 
ferent insects and many of y ou 
hav e p robably 
made one or 
more 
ap p lications 
of 
these 
m aterials. One thing y ou shou ld 
be aware of is that q u ite often 
after u sing these materials we 
may get a su dden bu ild u p of 
sp ider mites. The mites are 
v ery tiny and y ou can hardly 
se them. One of the first signs 
of a mite infestation is the lack 
of green color in the 
foliage. 
The mites su ck sap and tak e 
the green right ou t; the p lants 
tak e on a sick ly gray color. 
Keep this in mind and be on 
gu ard. Kelthane, malathion, or 
Sp ectracide are good miticides. 
Remember these materials k ill 
the adu lts and y ou ng mites bu t 
hav e no effect on the eggs. So, 
be su re to ap p ly a second ap ­ 
p lication abou t 7 -10 day s after 
the first one to k ill the mites 
that hav e hatched from eggs. 
Weird Bu g Sou nds 
Ju st hap p ened to think while 
y ou were ou t there on that 
v acation or ju st sitting m the 


back y ard in the dark — hav e 
y ou 
ev er wondered 
how 
all 
those weird sou nds y ou hear are 
made? Well, some of them are 
made by insects and in p ar- 
t i c u 1 a r 
by 
the 
crick ets, 
grasshop p ers, and k aty dids. The 
sou nds are no v oices and do 
not come from the mou th, hu t 
arc p rodu ced by ru bbing rou gh 
su rfaces of the body together. 
In 
crick ets 
and 
k aty dids, 
sp ecialized p arts of the front 
wings are ru bbed together to 
mak e 
the 
sou nds. 
In 
some 
grasshop p ers, the front and hind 
wings 
are nibbed 
together, 
others nib the inner su rface of 
the hind leg ov er the ou ter edge 
of the front wing 
The males 
mak e the sou nds and the "gals" 
ju st listen — who said insects 
aren’t sm art? 
Ju ly Pest Infestations 
There are q u it« a few other 
p ests 
that hav e hatched 
ou t 
du ring Ju ly , and we’d better 
talk abou t a few of them. 
Bagworms are ou t now and 
can be controlled nicely at this 
time. 
The bags are sort 
of 
carrot shap ed and are made 
ou t of bits of foliage from 
the 
p lant u pon which the worm 
is 
feeding. The worms carry the 
bags arou nd as they feed and en­ 
large them as they grow 
Be 
esp ecially watchfu l for this p est 
on ju nip ers, cedars, and ar- 
horv itae. Some insecticides that 
c o nt r o l 
bagworms 
inclu de 
Cy gon, malathion, Sp ectracide, 
chlordanc, 
and 
Sev ln. 
The 
worms shou ld fall off the p lants, 
if y ou ’v e done a good spr%y job. 
If y ou hav e a silv er map le 
tree (water map le), don’t be 
su rp rised if the u ndersides of 
the leav es look lik e they hav e 
the 
measles. 
These 
small 
p atches may be red 
or white 
and abou t Va inch in diameter. 
Under magnification the p at­ 
ches look lik e a bu nch of hollow 
tu bes, 
and 
ru nning 
arou nd 
among the tu bes are things that

Females constru ct a nest 
in the grou nd from 6-18 inches 
deep. Then they go ou t and hu nt 
cicadas (locu sts) which 
they 
sting and p araly ze and drag or 
fly back to the nest. Then, one 
egg is laid on the liv ing, p araly z­ 
ed cicada. A single female may 
constru ct 10 or more bu rrows 
in the soil. The females can 
sting, so it’s best to ju st mov e 
aside and mind y ou r own bu si­ 
ness when y ou see them com­ 
ing.

Lowers Milk 
Fat Test

production in dairy cows was 
described 
at

Dairy Science Assoc, ation an­ 
nual meeting by. Dr. 
D. L. 
Palmquist. 
Palmquist 
is 
an assistant 
professor of dairy science at the 
Ohio Agricultural Research and 
Development Center. Wooster, 
Ohio. 
Using high producing Holstein 
land 
Jersey cows, 
Palmquist 
noted that the fat test dropped 
sharply when the ground shelled 
high moisture com was sub­ 
stituted for concentrate in a 
concentrate - comsilage-hay ra­ 
tion. 
Further analysis indicated a 
tremendous decrease in total 
dry 
matter 
intake. 
This was 
apparently 
because 
the cows 
liked the high moisture com so 
well 
they 
refused 
to 
eat 
anything else in the ration! 
Palmquist reported that daily 
dry 
matter 
intake 
dropped 
nearly 25 per cent the first week 
the cows were fed high moisture 
corn.

DRY matter intake 
steadily 
increased, 
reaching 
original 
levels after the cows had been 
on 
the 
high 
moisture 
corn 
rations for sev^n weeks. 
For the 7-week period, high 
moisture corn depressed dry 
matter intake an average of 
about 18 per cent, milk fat 
percentage dropped from 3.7 
per cent to 3.3 per cent, and 
total milk production (4 per 
cent (FCM) dropped about IO 
per cent. 
Palmquist 
reported 
that 
a 
corresponding decrease in the 
acetate propionate ratio in the 
rumen indicates that the high 
moisture com affects the fer­ 
mentation process within tbc 
romen which in turn affects 
milk fat production. 
Further 
studies will be conducted lo 
pinpoint why this occurs. 
I he Ohio scientists also plan 
to measure the effects of high 
moisture ground ear corn on 
milk 
fat 
levels 
and 
total 
production.

This is the time of the seson 
when our enthusiasm for gar­ 
dening begins to decline sharply 
and fun, frolic, and vacationing 
skyrockets. Unfortunately while 
all this is going on, the bugs 
are just getting their second 
wind. So brother, watch out 
when you come home. 
About the first thing that is 
going to meet you at the door 
is a mighty hungry flea. That 
is, if you had a pet and took 
him with you. Flea larvae live 
in animal bedding when the 
animal is not around and they 
often become adults while you 
are away on vacation. 
They become quite hungry, 
too- and begin hopping around 
in search of something to bite. 
They must have a blood meal 
to survive. So when you return, 
you may be tired and worn out, 
but there could be something 
lurking in the shadows that’ll 
get you “hopped up” in a hurry. 
The quickest thing you can 
do is use one of the pyrethrum 
aerosol sprays and thoroughly 
fog the rooms. You’ll need 
to 
vacuum 
sweep, 
because 
this 
spray will only knock down the 
fleas. If you want to learn more 
about fleas, drop me a line and 
I’ll send you a bulletin.

Spider Mite Build Up 
Earlier 
in 
the 
season, 
I 
suggested that insecticides such 
as 
Sevin 
and 
malathion 
be 
applied for a number of dif­ 
ferent insects and many of you 
have probably 
made one or 
more 
applications 
of 
these 
materials. One thing you should 
be aware of is that quite often 
after using these materials we 
may get a sudden build up of 
spider mites. The mites are 
very tiny and you can hardly 
se them. One of the first signs 
of a mite infestation is the lack 
of green color in the 
foliage. 
The mites suck sap and take 
the green right out; the plants 
take on a sickly gray color. 
Keep this in mind and be on 
guard. Kelthane, malathion, or 
Spectracide are good miticides. 
Remember these materials kill 
the adults and young mites but 
have no effect on the eggs. So, 
be sure to apply a second ap­ 
plication about 7-10 days after 
the first one to kill the mites 
that have hatched from eggs. 
Weird Bug Sounds 
Just happened to think while 
you were out there on that 
vacation or just sitting in the 


backyard in the dark — have 
>ou ever wondered how 
all 
those weird sounds you hear are 
made? Well, some of them are 
made by insects and in par- 
t i c u I a r 
by 
the 
crickets, 
grasshoppers, and katydids. The 
sounds are no voices and do 
not come from the mouth, but 
are produced by rubbing rough 
surfaces of the body together. 
In 
crickets 
and 
katydids, 
specialized parts of the front 
wings are rubbed together to 
make 
the 
sounds. 
In 
some 
grasshoppers, the front and hind 
wings 
are nibbed 
together, 
others rub the inner surface of 
the hind-leg over the outer edge 
of the front wing The males 
make the sounds and the “gals” 
just listen — who said insects 
aren’t smart? 
July Pest Infestations 
There are quite a few other 
pests 
that have hatched 
out 
during July, and we’d better 
talk about a few of them. 
Bagworms are out now and 
can be controlled nicely at this 
time. 
The bags are sort 
of 
carrot shaped and are made 
out of 
bits of foliage from the 
plant upon 
which 
the worm is 
feeding. The worms carry the 
bags around as they feed and en­ 
large them as they grow 
Be 
especially watchful for this pest 
on junipers, cedars, and ar­ 
borvitae. Some insecticides that 
c o n t r o l 
bagworms 
include 
Cygon, malathion, Spectracide, 
chlordane, 
and 
Sevin. 
The 
worms should fall off the plants, 
if you’ve done a good spr*y job. 
If you have a silver maple 
tree (water maple), don’t be 
surprised if the undersides of 
the leaves look like they have 
the 
measles. 
These 
small 
patches may be red 
or white 
and about Va inch in diameter. 
Under magnification the pat­ 
ches look like a bunch of hollow 
tubes, 
and 
running 
around 
among the tubes are things that 


look like sausages. These are 
a c t u a l l y 
critters 
called 
eriophyid mites. No harm is 
done so don’t worry about this

If you have Japanese yew 
plants (Taxus) and you find 
yellowish-brown, 
turtle-shaped 
objects about 1-6 inch in length 
on 
the 
newest 
twigs, 
you 
probably have Fletcher’s scale. 
If you do, then do something 
about it now. Scale insects, as 
you know, are sucking pests 
which 
secrete 
a 
protective 
c o v e r i n g over themselves 
Control 
measures 
must 
be 
applied 
before 
the 
young 
crawlers 
secrete 
this 
waxy 
c o v e r i n g . Use 
e i t h e r 
malathion, Spectracide, lindane, 
or Cygon. 
An important garden pest, the 
European com borer, is present 
on sweet com now. Adult moths 
have laid eggs on the leaves 
and these have hatched into tiny 
caterpillars 
w h i c h 
have 
migrated down into the 
whorl 
of the plant. An application of 
Sevin 
50 
per 
cent 
wettable 
powder mixed at the rate of 
2 tablespoons 
per gallon of 
water and applied liberally into 
the whorl should take care of 
this pest. Left uncontrolled, the 
caterpillars will bore into the 
corn stalks, then the trouble 
begins. Damage by the young 
lrvae shows up as shot holes 
in the leaves. 
There is a big wasp flying 
around now and it is arousing 
some fear and curiosity because 
of its size and its habit of exca­ 
vating its nest 
along 
walks, 
driveways 
and 
in 
plyground 
areas. The wasp is dark-colored 
with yellow markings on its back 


end. The wings are brownish 
orange. Its length is about 
2 
inches. The wasp is the cicada 
killer. Females construct a nest 
in the ground from 6-18 inches 
deep. Then they go out and hunt 
cicadas (locusts) which 
they 
sting and paralyze and drag or 
fly back to the nest. Then, one 
egg is laid on the living, paralyz­ 
ed cicada. A single female may 
construct IO or more burrows 
in the soil. The females can 
sting, so it’s best to just move 
aside and mind your own busi­ 
ness when you see them com­ 
ing.
